Dulos dead; questions remain 


Husband accused of killing estranged wife dies days after suicide attempt 
as attorney asks court to continue with case in order to clear his name

Fotis Dulos died Thursday, two days 
after he was rushed to a New York City 
hospital in the wake of a suicide attempt, 
perhaps taking with him forever the 
mystery of what happened to his es- 
tranged wife, Jennifer Farber Dulos. 


in the death of his wife, was pronounced 
dead at 5:32 p.m., his lawyer, Norm Pattis, 
said outside Jacobi Medical Center in the 
Bronx. 

“It’s been a truly horrific day for the 
family, filled with difficult decisions, 
medical tests and meeting the require- 
ments to determine death,” Pattis said. 

“As to those who contend that Mr. 
Dulos’ death reflects a consciousness of 
guilt, we say no. We say it was more a 


conscience overborne with the weight of 
a world that was too busy to listen and 
wanted a story more than it wanted the 
truth,” he said. 

Dulos’ body will be taken to the 
Manhattan Medical Examiner’s office to 
determine the cause and manner of his 
death, Farmington Police Lt. Timothy 
McKenzie said late Thursday.

All eyes on vote for witnesses 


Alexander, Collins split as Senate trial could come to an abrupt conclusion Friday

WASHINGTON — Senate ju- 
rors peppered President Donald 
Trump’s defenders and accusers 
with final questions at his im- 
peachment trial Thursday ahead 
of a crucial vote on calling wit- 
nesses, the focus shifting from 
details of the charges to whether it 
was time to simply acquit and 
conclude the trial. 

The vote on witnesses, ex- 
pected Friday, could lead to an 


abrupt end of the trial with the 
expected acquittal. Or, less likely, 
it could bring weeks more of 
argument as Democrats press to 
hear testimony from former na- 
tional security adviser John 
Bolton and others. 

Late Thursday, Sens. Susan 
Collins, R-Maine, and Lamar Al- 
exander, R-Tenn., weighed in, 
with Collins saying she would 
agree to hear witnesses and Al- 
exander saying he would vote 
against witnesses. Alexander’s de- 
cision boosts the odds of swift 
acquittal. 

Republican Sens. Mitt Romney 


of Utah and Lisa Murkowski of 
Alaska have expressed interest in 
hearing from Bolton and the 
others. 

But their votes may not be 
enough. 

In a Senate split 53-47 with a 
Republican majority, at least four 
GOP senators must join all Demo- 
crats to reach the 51 votes required 
to call witnesses, decide whom to 
call or do nearly anything else in 
the trial. 

Chief Justice John Roberts, 
presiding over the chamber, could 
break a tie, but that seems unlikely. 

The chief justice did exercise 


authority Thursday with a rebut- 
tal to a question posed by Sen. 
Rand Paul, R-Ky., designed to 
expose the name of the anony- 
mous whistleblower whose com- 
plaint about Trump’s phone call 
with Ukraine’s new president led 
to the impeachment inquiry. 

Roberts had communicated 
through his staff to Senate Major- 
ity Leader Mitch McConnell’s 
office that he did not want to read 
the whistleblower’s name, accord- 
ing to a Republican source 
granted anonymity.

Legal response also 
backs Glen Miller on 
harassment claims

In a response filed Tuesday 
in federal court, the University 
of St. Joseph denied allegations 
of sexual harassment and dis- 
crimination against men’s 
basketball coaches Jim Cal- 
houn and Glen Miller, setting 
up a legal battle with ex- 
athletic department adminis- 
trator Jaclyn Piscitelli. 

Piscitelli sued the university 
in October, alleging that Cal- 
houn and Miller directed inap- 
propriate comments toward 
her, while more broadly cre- 
ating a “boys club” environ- 
ment in the St. Joseph athletic 
department. She said former 
St. Joseph athletic director Bill 
Cardarelli declined to take ac- 
tion when informed of the 
coaches’ behavior. 

The school wrote in its 
response that it “did not engage 
in any discriminatory practices 
with reckless indifference to 
[Piscitelli’s] rights.” 

According to the response, 
“(The school] exercised rea- 
sonable care to prevent and 
promptly correct any alleged 
discriminatory behavior, and 
[Piscitelli] failed to take advan- 
tage of the preventative and 
corrective opportunities of- 
fered by [St. Joseph] or to 
otherwise avoid her alleged 
harm.” 

Piscitelli was fired as associ- 
ate athletic director last June 
and replaced by Josh Ingham, 
the sports information direc- 
tor. In her lawsuit, she says she 
“was treated less favorably 
than Ingham” when both 
worked in the athletic depart- 
ment. She claims that the

Veteran Stamford prosecutor
